PARIS, Feb. 13.— The 
Supreme 
War Council, says a Havas report, 
has decided that the armistice with 
Germany will be renewed February 
17 for a very brief period with the 
allies reserving the right to suspend 
it at any time in event Germany does 
not carry out the terms of this and 
previous armistices. It is said the 
terms will provide 
that 
Germany 
cease hostilities against the Poles 
and maintain her armies within defi­ 
nitely fixed limits. During the pro­ 
visional armistice period a special 
commission will definitely draft con­ 
ditions of the armistice to last un­ 
til the signature of n preliminary 
peace treaty. 
Reports say that President Wilson 
considers that non-execution of the 
terms by Germany would justify re­ 
sumption of the war and it is said he 
would not hesitate to order the Am­ 
erican army to take up arms again if 
the Germans prove treacherous.

By the Associated Press 
PARIS, Feb. 13.— The agreement 
reached yesterday by the commission 
on international labor legislation of 
the peace conference to accept article 
four of the British draft to settle the 
future status of international labor, 
marks the passing of 
an 
obstacle 
which labor expected would provoke 
a bitter contest. 
Article four 
pro­ 
vides that at a proposed internation­ 
al labor conference government rep­ 
resentatives, employers and working 
people can speak and vote independ­ 
ently of views expressed by other del­ 
egates of their nations and have pow­ 
er to draw up conventions binding on 
the 
nations* 
representatives. 
The 
British draft covers a wide field, in­ 
cluding provisions for relief of unem­ 
ployed by a system 
of 
registration 
ami cooperation between employers 
in different lines of industry to meet 
fluctuating labor demands, a system 
of inspection to insure execution 
of 
plans and recognition of the rights 
of men to organize and picket.

AWFUL TOU OF 


FLU EPIDEMIC 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.— Spanish 
“flu” has caused more deaths In this 
country during the last four months 
than America’s losses by death in 
nineteen months of the war. Figures 
mado public here today showed the 
extent of the scourge and its com­ 
panion disease, pneumonia, in this 
country. 
The figures compiled by the pub­ 
lic health service, disclosed that in 
forty-six cities of this country alone 
I there were 125,562 deaths from Sep­ 
tember to January. These figures do 
no! take into consideration any of 
the country or rural sections of the 
country or any of the small towns or 
cities. It is estimated that a com­ 
plete census of the flu’s .ravages In 
ihe United States would disclose be- 


i tween 250,000 and 300,000 deaths in 
I the September-January period, 
j 
New York led the cities in which 
i a census of deaths was taken, with 
a total of 27.362. In point of per­ 
centage, San Francisco suffered most 
having 28.6 deaths per 1,000 of pop- 
i ulation.

Following is an account of G. W. 
Washington, a 
colored 
citizen 
of 
Stonewall, of his voyage to Liberia, 
and his views relative to settling Am­ 
erican colored people in parts of 
Africa. 
I visited Liberia in 1907, arriving 
at Monrovia the 
capital, 
Dec. 
26, 
spending two months and a half in 
the Republic, prospecting its ag ri­ 
cultural, political and climatic con­ 
ditions. Liberia is an absolute color­ 
ed government, being strictly model­ 
ed after the United States, having its 
three departm ents, with a president 
and cabinet who presides four years. 
The political parties are W hig and 
Republican. 
The climate of Liberia is tropical 
but not extremely hot as* you might 
imagine. There are six months cool 
weather and six months hot we&ther, 
the late evenings and nights are usu­ 
ally cool and pleasant. 
Some 
dis­ 
tance back from the coast the altitude 
is of sufficient elevation as to w a r­ 
rant good health, if proper sanitary 
and hygienic care are observed. Li­ 
beria is a very fertile country. Its 
agricultural products consist of ev­ 
erything essential to mankind. Cof­ 
fee, tea, palm oil, 
sugar, 
rubber, 
ivory, animals, cotton 
and 
condi­ 
ments are exported in large q u a n tit­ 
ies. 
Liberia’s natural 
resources 
are 
bountiful. Its gold and iron mines, 
its rich fields of coal and marble, 
its beautiful rivers and valuable tim ­ 
bers ran k among the best in the con­ 
tinent of Africa. T he population is 
about three million, the 
most 
of 
whom are former slaves of the Unit­ 
ed States or 
their 
descendants— a 
small per cent being from the West 
India islands and some of the South 
American republics. The people in 
general of Liberia are highly c u ltu r­ 
ed, intelligent, dignified and cultivate 
the higher principles of classification. 
There are many African tribes in the 
bounds of the republic, and the great­ 
er per cent of them are speedily re­ 
forming from their tribal traditions 
and taking up the civilized customs 
and habits of the Liberians. It is no 
uncommon thing to see a full blood 
African teaching school, preaching 
or holding a prominent position in 
th*' government. Liberia is a beacon 
light to the many heathen tribes in 
the Land of Ham. Ice. snow nor frost 
are never visible in 
th at 
part 
of 
Africa, hence tw’o crops a year can 
be raised. This government will nev­ 
er do right until it places our race 
back In that country. It would be a 
blessing to both races and pleasing to 
the God of all. Liberia consists of 
four states: Monsorado. Sine, Rassar 
and Maryland, and many flourishing 
towns and two cities. Its area is about 
40.000 square miles. As a colony Li­ 
beria w a s established in 1822 and de­ 
clared its independence as a nation 
in 18 47. Homesteads are granted free 
to im m igrants: adults 40 acres, chil­ 
dren IO acres each. 
You can 
buy 
land there from $1.00 to -1.50 per 
acre. It seems to me that this is an 
opportune time for the United States 
to acquire territory in 
the 
“ Dark 
Continent’’ which could be utilized 
by our people to a great advantage 
to this nation. Such a plan w’ould be 
a blessing to our race and would be a 
wonderful source of revenue for this 
government.-1 expect to return to Li­ 
beria next December to make it my 
home.

The Texas Co. has brought in an­ 
other well, No. 6, on the Roddie farm 
in the south end of the Allen field. Its 
yield will not be known until the well 
is shot, which will be at once. 
The superintendent of production 
was in Allen today to take up the 
proposition of a pipe line to Stuart 
connecting with the line to he gulf.
